PAPER CAR WHEEIS. 


It issomewhat amusing to read 
the newspaper accounts of paper 
car wheels, paper rails, etc. They 
give the impression that the so- 
called paper wheels are, rim, flange 
and body, of solid lacquered paper. 
The fact is, the only part that is 
p»per is a flat, round disc in the 
middle, on both sides of which are 
bolted plates of steel, and around 
the whole is a steel tire an inch 
and a half or two inches thick. 
The so-called paper rails are steel 
with a strip of paper through them 
to form a cushion to save the wear 
and tear of the constant shock and 
jar. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Bodie Free Press says: ‘It 
strikewus that those papers whose 
stock in trade is their anti-railroad 
sentiments do occasionally run the 
thing very deep in the ground.

IRRIGATION. 


What the Geod old Jesuit Fathers 
Did a Hundred Vears Ago. 

The San Diego Union gives an 
account of an old dam in the San 
Diego river, which was built by the 
Mission Fathers over a century ago 
to raise the level of the stream in 
erder to obtain water for irrigation. 
An engineer is now in the vicinity, 
making an inspection to determine 
the practicability of doing what the 
founders of the Mission accomplish- 
ed a century ago. The correspoti- 
dent of the Union says: ‘I venture 
to say that that work, and the con- 
duit of masonry for over six miles 
from it, as well as the engmeere 
skill displayed in the design an 
execution of these werks, would 
veall forth the admiration of engi- 
neers of modern days. More than 
that, without pretending to any en- 
gineering knowledge, believe it 
will be found that more water can 
be stored by adopting the plan of 
the Mission Fatbers than apy other 
that can be conceived. 

The dam is stretched across the 
river-bed at probably the point of 
greatest vantuge for breaking the 
water, being where the hills, seen 
from the old Mission, gradually dip 
into the Cajon. It is as solid a 
structure to-day as when it was 
built, except that the flood-gate, 
which was no doubt of wood, has 
long since disappeared. The very 
grooves in which the fleod-gate 
worked are perfect. The dam is 
built of slone and brick, cemented 
together with a marvellous ce! rent, 
which is so durable that it outlasts 
stone or brick itself, and the mak- 
ing of which is suid to be a lost art. 
The dam is probably four feet wide, 
and was originally twelve to fiiteen 
feet higb.”’

What the Department Desires in 
Regard to Posts. 

It being stated on authority that 
there was a movement on the part 
of the War Department to make

CATTLE ON THE PLAINS. 


tered by the Cars Railway |

- Large numbers of cattle have} 
been killed along the Union Pacific, 
for which the railroad pays dam- 
ages, The aggregate has become so 
large that special orders have been 
issued to all trains to lose time in 
preference to killing any more 
stock, Cuttle lke to stand on the 
track on co'd days, and have a 
habit of lying on the roadbed at 
night. During snow-storms they 
tuke refuge in the snow-sheds, 
which sare numerous along the 
Union Pacific, and in length from 
200 to 3,000 feet, wrecks frequently 
resulting, as none of the snow-sheds 
have cattle guards of any kind. 
Cattle in Idaho and Montana 
were in fine condition up to the be- 


ginning of the siorms, two weeks 
ago, but they = have tndoubt- 
edly suffered, to what extent is not 
known. The cold was so intense 
that at sixteen stations along the 
Oregon Short Line the water tanks 
were rendeied useless, the ice along 
the sides, top and bottom being two 
feet solid. The water trains haul- 
ing water to the construction 
parties over the great lava desert, 
seventy miles long, near American 
Falls, were stopped, the tanks iu the 
ears being frozen solid, so that all 
the construction work had to be 
suspended. 

The thousands of animals at the 
graders’ camps suffered from want 
of water, as did also the cattle in 
the vitinity to a greater or less de- 
gree. Millions of dollars have been 
invested in cattle in Idaho, large 
herds covering all the available 
ranges except on the Indian reser- 
vations. The owners of many of 
these berds are east and uo definite 
information as to their losses can 
be had until the Spring “round-up”’ 
occurs. From suow and the intense 
cold the entire road was blockaded, 
and no trains dould be run for sev- 
eial days.
